PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Delegateg of the Twentieth 
Annual Convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians: 


In compliance, with the laws of our 
organization, I herewith submit to 
you my report for thé fiscal year end- 
ing with this convention. ; 

The American Federation of Mu- 
sicians has, like all other economic 
organizations during the last year, 
gone through the most trying times 
in its history. The financial depres- 
sion caused by either natural causes 
or political reasons which confronted 
us a year ago, has been added to by 
this terrible European calamity which 
now prevails. 


The musician can safely be called 
a financial barometer, for he is the 
first to feel financial depression as 
well as improvement in conditions, 
and, considering the evolution of the 
amusement field, which is a great fac- 
tor in our profession, the automobile, 
which has shortened the seasons, the 
moving picture theatre, which has 
well nigh caused a revolution in the 
amusement world, the prevailing 
tango and cabaret craze—all factors 
which have affected the members of 
the Federation—I am confident that, 
though conditions of employment 
may have changed, that working op- 
portunities in some instances may 
have been curtailed, the Federation, 
as a whole, has maintained its con- 














ditions and scale of prices for services 
and is adustjing itself to the changed 
conditions. 


Theatrically, for this past season, 
there is but one term—chaos. One 
element of the amusement field has 
prospered, the moving pictures and 
the combination of moving pictures 
and vaudeville. 


With it all, we can be optimistic 
for the increasing demand and the 
recognition of the actual necessity for 
efficient music in connection with the 
moving pictures, the element of the 
human equation that more than off- 
sets the mechanical devices, are prov- 
ing to be beneficial to our members. 

At the opening of the theatrical 
season we found the condition of the 
Boston Grand Opera and the Chicago- 
Philadelphia Grand Opera Companies 
failing to open on account of the 
European war, and the St. Paul Sym- 
phony Orchestra, which had about be- 
come recognized as an _ institution, 
failed to open: a bad beginning for 
what promised to be even worse. 
But, despite such a forboding and de- 
pressing opening, despite the closing 
of factories and mills, of stock ex- 
changes, despite this-awful conflict— 
wherein no man can honestly hope 
for a victor but earnestly pray that 
from the ashes of autocracy, from the 
ruins of militarism, there will arise 
a new and true democracy where the 
accident of birth will not be consid- 
ered in the affairs of man—despite the 
accompanying depression, 
the Federation has maintained its in- 
tegrity and conditions and has stead- 
ily grown in numbers and in power 
in the economic world.

The convention was called to order 
by President Carothers at 2:00 p. m., 
Monday, May 10, 1915, at the Knights 
of Columbus Hall, San Francisco, Cal.

This was the last opportunity for 
the introduction of resolutions, and 
just before adjournment seven were 
introduced, making a total of 38— 
twenty-three less than were introduced 
in the Des Moines convention of 1914.

TWENTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION. 





For the first time in the history of the A. F. of M. a 
convention of the organization was held in the extreme 
Western part of its jurisdiction. 

Of the twenty conventions held previous to the San 
Francisco convention, six have been held west of the 
Mississippi River, namely: Kansas City, Mo., 1897; 
Denver, Colo., 1901; St. Louis, Mo., 1908; Minneapolis, 
Minn., 1809; Omaha, Neb., 1912, and Des Moines, Iowa, 
1914. All the rest were held east of the Mississippi 
River, in the order named, as follows: Indianapolis, Ind., 
1896; Louisville, Ky., 1898; Milwaukee, Wis., 1899; 
Philadelphia, Pa., 1900; Buffalo, N. Y., 1902; Indnan- 
apolis, Ind., 1903; New York City, 1904; Detroit, 
Mich., 1905; Boston, Mass., 1906; Cleveland, Ohio, 1907; 
Cincinnati, Ohio, 1910; Atlanta, Ga., 1911, and Toronto, 
Canada, 1913. | A *eRgE 

The magnet that drew the twentieth convention to 
the shores of the Pacific Ocean was undoubtedly the 
Panama Exposition. 

The Credential Committee reported having received 
credentials for 167 delegates. Of these four were it 
arrears for dues, therefore not eligible; leaving 163 en 
titled to seats if present. The roll call developed six 
teen absentees, leaving a total present entitled to seat 
in the convention of 147. Add to this the Presider 
Emeritus, the President, and nine members of the E> 
ecutive Board not returned as delegates, but entitled t 
seats and voice, but not vote, there were present at th 
opening of the convention 158 officers and delegates. 

Of the 167 credentials reported by the Credentia 
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Committee, 54 were from the territory between the Pa- 
cific Ocean and the Rocky Mountains. Thirty-four from 
the territory between the Rocky Mountains and the 
Mississippi River, and seventy-seven from the territory 
east of the Mississippi River. 

There were ninety-seven delegates present who had 
never attended a convention before. 

On Monday, May 10th, at 12:30 p. m., the delegates 
formed in front of the Hotel Argonaut, headed by a su- 
perb band of 125 members of Local No. 6, of San Fran- 
cisco, and paraded through some of the principal streets 
to the Knights of Columbus Hall. At the hall addresses 
of welcome were delivered by the President of the Local, 
A. A. Greenbaum; Supervisor A. J. Gallagher, on behalf 
of organized labor; Mayor James Rolph, Jr., and the Hon. 
Julius Kahn, member of Congress, representing San 
Francisco. 

After an appropriate response by President Carothers, 
the convention immediately buckled down to business. 

The most important matter brought up in this session 
was the report of the Special Committee, appointed by 
an action of the Des Moines convention, to revise the 
administrative plan of the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians. This was made a special order of business for 
10:00 a.m. Wednesday. The plan as finally adopted will 
read as follows: 





ARTICLE VIII—Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Federation shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and an Execu- 
tive Committee of five members elected at large with the proviso 
that one member of said Executive Committee must be a resi- 
dent of Canada—col‘ectively these officers shall constitute the 
Executive Board. 

Sec. 2. Any member of the American Federation of Musi- 

cians shall be eligible as an officer of the American Federation 
of Musicians. 
Sec. 3. The President is hereby instructed to appoint, by 
and with the consent of the Executive Board, a national rep- 
resentative for each State and Province of the United States 
and Canada, who shall be a resident of the State or Province, 
as the case may be, and who shall perform such services as the 
President may, in his discretion, require. Such representative 
shall receive for his services, performed outside the jurisdiction 
of the Local in which he resides, $10.00 per diem, together with 
all hotel and other expenses incurred. If the services are ren- 
dered by the representative without him leaving jurisdiction 
wherein he resides, and are so rendered at a loss to himself, the 
same per diem shall be paid him. Should such representative 
be for any reason disqualified to act in a case, the President may 
by the same method and under the same conditions, appoint 
any member of the Federation to perform such services in his 
stead. Provided, that if the Secretary or Treasurer be so ap- 
pointed, the per diem shall be $5.00. 


This plan reduces the Executive Board from fifteen 
to nine members. The plan was bitterly opposed by a 
large number of delegates, and while under discussion 
the surface indications were that it would be defeated by 
a large majority. Chairman Wm. Mayer, of the com- 
mittee closed the debate on the question and made such 
a powerful, eloquent and logical argument in favor of the 
adoption of the plan, that when put to a vote, it was 
practically unanimously carried. 

This was the most important matter disposed of by 
the convention. 

There were thirty-eight resolutions introduced— 
twenty-three less than last year. Most of them were re- 
norted unfavorably. Those few that were adopted make 
no radical changes in the code of laws. 

The convention was really in session only four and 
one-half days. But one session was held on Monday, 
May 10th. None at all on Tuesday, the 11th. Only one 
evening session was held, namely Saturday, May 15th. 
The program of entertainment was admirably ar- 
ranged. Considering that for most of the delegates this 
was the first visit, and will probably be the last to this 
wonderful city of San Francisco, with the additional at- 
traction of the Panama Exposition, the delegates were 
given ample opportunity to see much with the least sac- 
rifice of time. One day was devoted to Mt. Tamalpias 
and the Muir Wood. It was well worth it. All the other 
splendid entertainments were arranged so as not to in- 
terfere with the business of the convention. 

This convention will mark an epoch in the history of 
the A. F. of M. that will have a great influence upon the 
future of the organization on account of the new ad- 
ministrative policy. Let us hope it will be for better- 
ment. There can be no question as to the honest deter- 
mination of the officers elected to carry out this plan, 
conscientiously, to the best of their ability. Although 
sluggish at times, considering that it took three ballots 
to elect the officers— always a tedious process—and on 
account of the keen rivalry between Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and New Haven, Conn., for the honor of the next con- 
vention city, almost as much time was consumed, the 
convention made fairly good progress. 

An evening session was held on Saturday, May 15th, 
and the business of the convention completed. 

At 12:45 a. m. Sunday, May 16th, the convention ad- 
journed sine die. 

The next convention will be held in Cinginnati, O., 
May 8, 1916.

BOSTON SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


There are fifteen symphony orchestras in the United 
States. The membership of fourteen of these is com- 
posed exclusively of members of the A. F. of M., every 
one of whom is an American citizen. The Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra is the only exception to this rule. 

The Boston Symphony Orchestra is the only non- 
union symphony orchestra in North America, north of 
the Gulf of Mexico. A proud distinction, truly. With 
the exception of a few of its members who were for- 
merly affiliated with the A. F. of M., there is not a citizen 
of the United States in that orchestra. 

The director, Dr. Karl Muck, is still on the pay-roll 
of Kaiser Wilhelm’s Royal Opera of Berlin, Germany. 
He is here virtually on leave of absence. 

It is a misnomer to class this orchestra as an Amer- 
ican institution. 

There was a time—a very short time—when the mem- 
bership of this orchestra was affiliated with Locai No. 
9, A. F. of M., of Boston, Mass., but when the manage- 
ment attempted its annual dump, it ran plumb up 
against the A. F. of M. For the benefit of the unsophis- 
ticated reader, it may be well to explain this system 
which, previous to the formation of the A. F. of M., was 
prevalent everywhere, as far as symphony orchestras 
were concerned, and is now entirely broken up in all the 
jurisdictions of the A. F. of M., but in Boston, where it 
has always prevailed, and still prevails. 

Here is the modus operandi: After the close of the 
concert season, the conductor of the symphony and one 
or two members of the board of management take pas- 
sage for Europe. They will visit all the principal cities 
of Europe and pick up as many musicians as they think 
they need and engage them for the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. Just previous to the opening of the season, 
the city journals that carry “musical stuff,” as they call 
it, will begin to announce that the management of the 
Symphony has some surprises in the way of new talent, 
which will result in great improvement of the orchestra 
over last season. This is followed later by the announce- 
ment that the famous Herr Schvellkopf has been secured 
from the Munchausen Royal Opera Orchestra to 
strengthen the strings. Later Signor Jericho, of Milano, 
a famous trumpeter, strong enough to shake Bunker 
Hill monument with his blasts, is announced. The next 
one trotted out will probably be Prof. Vodkamichky, the 
renowned ’celloist of Petrograd, etc. 

Last year the same performance was given with 
another set of foreigners. What became of them? They 
had to accept inferior positions or get out. This has 
been going on since Col. Higginson has owned the or- 
chestra. 

When the A. F. of M. was formed it determined to 
stop this reckless system of foreign importation and give 
the American boy a chance. No objection was made to 
any foreign musician coming to this country and taking 
his chances in fair competition with his brother musicians 
of this country. Never was objection raised to import- 
ing talented musicians from abroad to fill a position in 
symphony or any other orchestra where such was actu- 
ally needed, but the Boston and every other symphony 
orchestra was notified that the A. F. of M. would resist 
unnecessary importation, more particularly when such 
importations were made for purely spectacular advertis- 
ing purposes. 

Then Col. Higginson let out his yellow patriotic yell, 
about infringement of American liberty, and to prove his 
sincerity-as a patriotic, dyed-in-the-wool American, he 
declared, by the shadow of Bunker Hill and the memory 
of the liberty traditions of Faneuil Hall, he would never 
be dictated to by any organization, and to prove how 
much he loved freedom, he, like any other czar, sultan, 
or some other kind of a tyrant, issued a ukase to the 
effect that any member of the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra that held membership in the A. F. of M. must 
immediately resign from one or the other.‘ This has 
been the policy of the Boston Symphony Orchestra ever 
since, and today it is strictly an European orchestra with 
an American name. It has been unduly boosted by 
skillful press work until many good Americans believe 
that this organization of spineless foreigners is really 
the best in America. That it is a splendid orchestra can 
not be denied, but that it is so superior to our strictly 
\merican orchestras is not true. There are several or- 
chestras of American citizens whom the best unbiased 
critics have acknowledged are the peer of that orches- 
tra. The American mind has been poured full of the 
alleged superiority of this foreign aggregation. It is 
about time that we gave a little attention to our Ameri- 
can musicians. 

For over two centuries the public mind has been 
sedulously impregnated with the idea that music or 
musicians to be good, must come from abroad. America 
is proud of the achievements of its children in all the 
arts and sciences. Music alone has been neglected, but 
in spite of this neglect, through the efforts of the A. F. 
of M., it has made progress, until now we have fourteen 
splendid symphony orchestras composed entirely of

American citizens. 
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MORE EVASION. 


The activity of the A. F. of M. and the Locals in- 
volved has resulted in the Act of Congress, approved 
May 11, 1908, being generally obeyed. The commanders 
of the garrisons and forts where enlisted bands are sta- 
tioned have learned that any attempt to evade that law 
will result in prompt and vigorous protest on the part 
of the officials of the A. F. of M. Such experiences are 
not pleasant and often place the commanders in awkward 
predicaments. One such experiment is usually sufficient 
to prevent a repetition. Every official of the army and 
navy departments, and every officer in either department 
knows that when the law was passed, to recompense the 
enlisted musicians for the loss of emoluments enjoyed 
previous to the passage of this law, the enlisted musi- 
cians’ pay was increased nearly 100 per cent. Knowing 
this, it is actually astonishing to find these officials try- 
ing to invent plausible excuses for the violation of this 
law by enlisted musicians. If it were not for the eternal 
vigilance of the A. F. of M. officials, this law would have 
been a dead letter long ago. 

To offset this continuous clash between the depart- 
ments and the officials of the A. F. of M., a new scheme 
has been devised through which’ the enlisted musicians 
will try to continue this illegal competition under a dif- 
ferent cloak. 

In Savannah, Ga., the Ft. Screven Band, which has 
been the cause of much contention in that jurisdiction, 
was finally, by a pre-emptory order, prohibited from tak- 
ing engagements in competition with civilians. This 
band then joined an Aerie of the Eagles, and now takes 
engagements as “The Eagles Band.” To fill these en- 
gagements they must get excused from their military 
duties. The officers that must grant this leave of ab- 
sence from duty are well aware of the fact that such 
leave is only asked for to accept engagements in com- 
petition with civilians. When protests are entered 
against this evasion of an act of Congress, the reply is 
that they have no control over enlisted men as members 
of a fraternal order. 

The same situation prevails in El] Paso, Texas, where 
the enlisted musicians have formed a “Moose Band.” 
The A. F. of M. will meet this issue as it has all others 
that have developed from time to time.

NATIVE SONS BANDS. 





I direct the Grand Parlor’s attention to the boycott 
placed upon the celebration at San Jose july 4, 1914, in 
which San Francisco and Alameda County Parlors par- 
ticipated. This boycott was inaugurated by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians. Those in charge of the 
celebration had one or more interviews with the mu- 
sicians, but failed to reach an amicable agreement. Im- 
mediately following this celebration I took it upon my- 
self to investigate the cause of the differences, and, for 
reasons which should be obvious to all, endeavor to bring 
about some satisfactory agreement, through which all 
further unpleasantness could be avoided. I had numer- 
ous interviews with the officers of the Musicians’ Union, 
some of which were attended by the Grand Officers re- 
siding in San Francisco. Meetings with members of Par- 
lors which have bands and members of the bands were 
held in Oakland and San Francisco. Joint meetings of 
committees from all Alameda, Marin and San Francisco 
counties Parlors which have bands and from the bands 
themselves, were held in San Francisco. All the facts 
pertaining to the differences were aired, and there was 
much bitterness displayed. The 9th of September, 1814, 
Was approaching, though many meetings were held, no 
definite conclusion was reached. Grand First Vice-Presi- 
dent Davis and I were selected by a joint meeting to 
draw up an agreement to submit to the musicians, in lieu 
of the usual agreement for amateur bands, which they 
had proposed. This was done, but the Union demurred 
to some of the clauses, and, it appearing to the Union 
that no agreement could be reached, on the 6th of Sep- 
tember they ordered the Vallejo Union to withdraw its 
bands from the parade. Upon advising me of their action 
I asked for the privilege of addressing their Board of Di- 
rectors. This was granted on the 8th day of September. 
I met with them. I pleaded for harmony, assuring them 
with all the earnestness I possess that I would, if given 
time, bring about an amicable settlement. It is useless 
to record here the argument, suffice it to say I was im- 
pressed with the good faith and willingness of the Board 
to yield on many points of differences, and so satisfied 
were they of my good intentions that by motion, unani- 
mously carried, they rescinded the action previously 
taken and immediately phoned the Vallejo Local of their 
reversal, which permitted union and other bands to pa- 
rade. Immediately following the 9th I reduced to writ- 
ing the agreement to which we had come, and again 
called a meeting and submitted the new agreement to 
the committees. Some of the committees said they were 
not empowered by their Parlors to act, whereupon it was 
agreed all would return *o their Parlors with drafts of 
the proposed agreement and obtain full power to approve 
it. “At the next meeting, all having been given full power 
to act, voted to accept the agreement. Following this 


mailed to each Parlor. Long delay ensued but eventually 
all agreements were returned excepting those from Pied- 
mont Parlor No. 120 and Fruitvale Parlor No. 252; James 
Lick Parlor No. 242 made an alteration in the copy sent 
them. I wrote several times to Fruitvale and Piedmont 
Parlors; finally Fruitvale Parlor replied, stating that at 
a meeting held many weeks after it had given its com- 
mittee full power to act, the Parlor voted not to sign the 
agreement and entered into a long argument as to its 
reasons, et cetera. An answer was made pointing out 
the unreasonableness of its position and especially direct- 
ing its attention to the bad faith exhibited in failing to 
confirm the act of its committee. Another letter directing 
the attention of Piedmont Parlor to its aparent bad faith 
was sent to it, but to this day no answer of any kind has 
been received from that Parlor. I am surprised at such 
lack of respect and insubordination. 

My judgment is the Musicians’ Union has every rea- 
son to feel resentful of the utter bad faith practiced by 
some of those who entered into an agreement with them 
in September, 1913, just prior to the Oakland celebration, 
and I am mortified beyond expression to have to confess 
that I have no confidence whatever in Piedmom and 
Fruitvale Parlors. Their deliberateness in wasting my 
time and permitting me to become so embarrassed merits 
condemnation. 

What the Grand Parlor can or is willing to do in the 
premises I do not know, but if it were possible I should 
like to see it direct Piedmont and Fruitvale Parlors to 
order their bands disbanded or that they cease calling 
them Piedmont Parlor Band and Fruitvale Parlor Band. 

One thing is certain, neither of these bands will be 
yermitted to join in a parade that contains union bands 
or Native Son Bands that have agreed with the American 
Federation of Musicians. 

I regret that I have to pass on to my successor the 
concluding of these negotiations. I am in possession of 
the other agreements, that of James Lick Parlor having 
been objected to for the change made while the leaders 
f Castro and Alameda Parlor Bands have not yet been 
approved. 

In conclusion I must add that no fair-minded man, or 
set of men, can refuse to deal with the men composing 
the Board of Directors of the A. F. of M. I found them 
fair, reasonable and most willing to consider the other 
side. Piedmont Parlor is impossible, while I am inclined 
to believe Fruitvale Parlor and James Lick Parlor are 
noorly advised—GRAND PRESIDENT L._ H.

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INFAMOUS COMPETITION. 


The Letter Carriers’ Band, of Omaha, Neb., has se- 
cured the contract for the public park concerts, given by 
and paid for by the city. The city appropriates $75.00 
for each concert. Union musicians in accordance with 
the union schedule, can furnish a band of 24 musicians 
for that price. This post office band furnishes 42 postal 
employes, not musicians, for $75.00. The park commis- 
sion accepted this bid, and are, as usual, backed up by 
the press of Omaha. Every voter of Omaha that works 
for a living in Omaha ought to take note of this in- 
famous action, and when the politicians responsible for 
this bob up again for office, swat them like we swat the 
the pestiferous fly in the spring of the year. Local 
No. 70, A. F. of M., of Omaha, has forwarded a strong 
protest to the department in Washington, a copy of 
which is appended: 

; Omaha, Neb., June 3, 1915. 
Hon. Albert Burleson, Postmaster General, Washington, D. C.: 

Sir—The Omaha Musicians’ Association desires to respect- 
ful'y draw your attention to a state of affairs affecting certain 
employes of the Omaha post office, which is doing much to 
hinder members of the Omaha Musicians Association from 
making a livelihood. The situation is as follows: 

Certain employes of the Omaha post office, members of the 
Post Office (or Mail Carriers’) Band, are very active as non- 
union musicians and, in addition to drawing lucrative salaries 
from the Government for services rendered as postal employes, 
they play musical engagements in unfair competition with the 
musicians of Omaha who have not the advantage of receiving 
such sa‘taries from the Government. 

This Association offers no objection to fair competition and, 
to that end, has solicited the membership of the members of 
the Mail Carriers’ Band, but up to the present time we have not 
met with any response in this regard, notwithstanding that 
these postal employes have been informed that “our doors are 
always open” to them and that we desire their membership. 

Furthermore, this Association does not offer any objection 
to the Mail Carriers’ Band playing for any functions given by 
the Department or its local employes; but when the Mail 

pies a ; 
Carriers’ Band enters the competitive field as a non-union band 
and competes with members of this Association for miscel- 
laneous business and general engagements, then this Associa- 
tion most emphatically objects. 

The City of Omaha maintains municipal band concerts at 
the various city parks during the summer months. In past 
vears these concerts have been played by union musicians— 
members of the Omaha Musicians Association, and the prevail- 
ing scale of wages of the Association has always heen paid for 
these concerts, i. e., $6.00 for the leader and $3.00 for each 
additional man. Twenty-four of our members have always been 
employed at each of these concerts for which the citv has al- 
ways paid $75.00 per concert—that is to say, said condition has 
Drevailed prior to this year. 

The specific charge against the Omaha Post Office Band, at 
this time, is as fotlows: The Post Office Band has entered into 
unfair competition with organized labor. of which the Omaha 
Musécians Association is a part, by applying for a portion of 





meeting I had copies of the agreement struck off and 


these concerts and by accepting such engagements at a much 











lower rate of wage: The Omaha Post Office Band played the 
first of the series of these municipal band concerts at Hanscom 
Park in this city on last Sunday (May 30th) with forty-two 
men for $75.00, which you will readily see is much lower than 
$2.00 per man. Hence the Omaha Musicians Association, com- 
prising Over three hundred union musicians, herein enters its 
strongest protest against this undue advantage and such unfair 
competition. 

i,Unfair—Because the letter carrier comes in contact with so 
many people and in consequence makes so many friends that it 
gives him an undue advantage in competing for these musical 
engagements. 

Unfair—Because, drawing a profitabte recompense from the 
Government enables the postal employe to accept and play 
musical engagements for much less than the musician who does 
not enjoy a bonus drawn from the Government. 

Unfair—Because, as non-members of a Musicians’ Union, 
they can charge whatever they please, which none can compete 
with. 

Unfair—Because competition of United States employes, of 
the nature we have outlined to you, is extremely detrimental to 
the working opportunities of other citizen tax payers and inter- 
feres most seriously with their means of earning a livelihood. 

The Omaha Musicians Association fully realizes that there is 
no law on the statute books of the Government prohibiting 
postal employes from playing musical engagements. We also 
realize that the Government in the employment of men in the 
Postai Department only resuires them to render eight hours’ 
service in the twenty-four to the Government. We also realize 
that the other sixteen hours belongs to the postal employe in- 
dividually and alone. However, as the present administration 
has established a reputation of fair dealing, we herein appeal 
to the Postal Authorities for relief in this case, and we are 
inciined to believe that if the Postal Authorities do not approve 
of the conditions existing in this city, as herein outlined, and 
will so inform the proper Omaha authorities, that the present 
local condition of undue advantage and unfair competition will 
be eliminated.

WHAT SHOULD CONSTITUTE A _ PICTURE

music upside down will be fined $2.00 for each side down. 

“Get Out and Get Under” should not be played as a 
rag—it is a pathetic ballad (for automobile owners only) 
—Fords, too. 

The leader does not necessarily have to be the best 
musician—only the best “white hope’”—(a good line of 
cussing is very essentiol). 

Drummers should not be allowed to work effects 
after 10:00 p. m. as it is very annoying to be awakened by 
a cymbal crash. 

No drummers traps are complete without an alarm 
clock. 

To be a successful picture orchestra you must be 
nobby tread, non-skid, over-tired and guaranteed 5,000 
reels. 

When you have a bald-headed orchestra on the screen, 
it’s nice to play “The Skaters’ Waltz,” or any “Moon 
Song.” 

It is very essential in playing a standard overture that 
you get the first and last bars in perfect unison, just 
make a bluff at the rest. 

Heard in the audience: She—“My, but that was a 
grand overture.” He—‘Yes, I think William Tell was a 
wonderfful composer.” She—“Oh, William Tell was not 
a composer, that is the name of an overture, that was 
either ‘Rigoletto’ from ‘Poet and Peasant,’ or the ‘Sex- 
tette from ‘Tipperary Mary’.” (Where ignorance is 
bliss, etc.). 

Any member of the orchestra caught sober on holi- 
days must be able to give a satisfactory explanation.

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Report of Committee on President’s 
Report. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on President’s Re- 
port, desires to submit its report as 
follows: 

The subjects dwelt upon in same 
have been reviewed and recommenda- 
tions considered. 

First. It is the sense of the com- 
mittee that all matters pertaining to 
legislation referred to by the Presi- 
dent and the recommendations he has 
deemed advisable to make, belongs to 
the Legislative Committees, so pro- 
vided for by law and therefore re- 
quires no special action by this com- 
mittee. 

The members of the Federation will 
doubtiess appreciate the fact, as 
plainly set forth in the beginning of 
the President’s message, that he, and 
the other officers, have had in ad- 
dition to the performance of regular 
duties, many unusual and trying dif- 
ficulties to face during the past year. 

The fact, too, that the duties of the 
office, the perplexing problems to be 
met, were entirely new to the incum- 
bent, should not for an instant be 
lost sight of by the membership of 
the Federation, nor has it been by 
your committee. 

It is plain in this report as weil as 
those submitted in former years, that 
despite the fact that a considerable 
degree of care and caution is exer- 
cised in the making of our laws, so 
that the intent and meaning be easily 
discovered, the President quite often 
finds himself confronted with cases 
where the law touching the matter 
does not entirely fit; or where the 
strict technical application of a law 
might work injury rather than benefit; 
or where it is difficult to interpret a 
law; or where in the absence of a 
specific law he is bound by precedent 
and in addition, he may be called 
upon to render decisions in cases 
where the information at hand may 
be faulty or lacking in certain essen- 
tials. This naturally leads to the ren- 
dering of decisions that may not al- 
ways meet the approval of members 
concerned. 

In going over the correspondence 
included in the report and the various 
decisions rendered, the committee is 
of the opinion that the President has 
manifested, on all occasions, a dute- 
ous desire to do the right thing and 
to meet fearlessly and conscientiously 
all issues which have arisen during 
his tenure of office. 

It is apparent also that he was at 
all times personalty greatly concerned 
in seeing that all that could be done 
to safeguard our interests was done. 

It is gratifying to the committee 
and must be to the membership of the 
Federation to know that our amicable 
relationship with the International Al- 
liance of Theatrical Stage Employes 
remains unmarred. 

To go into detail in submitting this 
report would not be particularly en- 
lightening, as all the delegates have 
had the opportunity for reading it and 
the committee assumes that all this 
convention desires is a summary of the 
results of its investigations. 

The committee, therfore, in con- 
clusion desires to say that it gives un- 
stinted endorsement to his actions on 
all the various matters he was called 
upon to meet. 

We believe he was at ali times ac- 
tuated by a splendid degree of high- 
mindedness, honesty of purpose, pa- 
tience, thoughtfulness and care. 

We believe the Federation owes 
him much for his assuming the ardu- 
ous duties of the office, and so faith- 
fully performing such during the past 
year, and the committee desires fur- 
ther to say that whatever field of ac- 
tivity he may enter upon the comple- 
tion of his term, we wish him un- 
bounded success and God Speed.

XIII, By-Laws, as follows: 

Any member of the Federation who 
violates any Section of Article XIII 
is liable to a fine not exceding $1,000, 
expulsion, or both. 

A member charged with the viola- 
tion of any Section of Article XIII 
may be tried either by the Executive 
Board of a Local in the jurisdiction 
in which the said violation was com- 
mitted, or he may be tried by a trav- 
eing band committee of the A. F. of 
M., which shall consist of the. Presi- 
dent and two members of the Federa- 
tion Executive Board, appointed by 
the President. 

If the trial is conducted by the 
Traveling Band Committee of the A.
